Fire knocks out school 
district’s switchboard

The switchboard at the 
Crawford AuSable School 


District’s main office has failed 
on a few occasions in the past, 
but never from fire... as oe 
29, 

Just after 12:30 p.m. that 
Tuesday, the switchboard failed, 
sending district _ Accounts 
Payable Secretary Kim Schmidt 


to the basement of the building at 


403 Michigan Avenue to check 
the phone system housed there in 
three panel boxes. 

District Business Manager 
‘Mike Dunckel said he heard 
Schmidt exclaim, “Oh, boy!” as 
the smell of an electrical fire 
began to permeate the upper 
floors of the building. Schmidt 
reported smoke coming from 
one of the panels. 

The’ power was shut off, the 
building was evacuated immedi- 
ately, and an emergency 911 call 
was placed, | 

Grayling Fire Department offi- 
cials arrived within a few min- 
utes and discovered a, small 
flame caused by a spark from a 
‘circuit pane] managing the soft- 
ware of the district’s voicemail 
system. Dunckel said only a 
three-inch square area of the cir- 
cuit was charred, but it was 
enough to take the phone system 
down,

Maintenance workers from 


Verizon, the school’s local phone 
service provider, pulled the cir- 
cuit panel and determined the 
system to be safe to operate until 
a replacement. could be installed. 
Power to the building and phone 
system was restored and the 
building was aired out. 

Dunckel said the district’s 
voicemail was down for only one 
day. Schools communicated 
with the main office and other 
schools in the district using 
faxed messages until the circuit 
panel was replaced, 

“The people from Verizon told 
us this sort of thing is usually 
seen only during an electrical 
storm, which was certainly not 
the case on Tuesday,” said 
Dunckel of the bright, sunshiny 
weather the day of the fire. 
“Verizon said this was really a 
fluke.” 

Cost to repair ig system is 
covered by the school district’s 
maintenance plan, Dunckel said, 
While this made him happy, 
Dunckel said he is more grateful 
that five people, whose work- 
space used to be in the basement, 
where many years of school files 
are stored, were recently relocat- 
ed to Grayling Elementary 
School to perform their duties. 

“A few weeks ago, this little 
fire could have had a much dif- 
ferent outcome,” he said.

Grayling Fire Chief Duane 
Brooks said his doctors have 
placed him on desk duty as they 
await the results of a stress test 
- scheduled for May 12. 
Brooks suffered a heart attack 
April 14 while answering a call 
to help battle a grass fire, but 
Said now he “feels great.” 
“Tt was like someone kicked 
me in the chest,” the 68-year old 
fire official said. “Luckily, I 
knew the symptoms of a heart 
attack and was able to call for 
help.” 
Brooks said he was treated 
exceptionally well by emer- 
gency medical personnel, who 
quickly administered a “nitro 
pill.” He also received a “clot 
buster” to free a blockage to the 
left side of his heart. His doc- 
tors have told him they saw no 
visible heart damage following a 
catherization procedure and that 
is probably due to the quick 
action taken by everyone, — 
“Don’t wait to seek medical 
treatment if you even suspect 
you might be having a heart : 
attack,” Brooks advised. “The » 
jonger you wait, the greater the 
damage.

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that hasn’t been enforced since 
1967, according to city officials 
— says sewer-only customers 
within the city must have a meter 
that measures usage. The city, 
however, has 29 sewer-only cus- 
tomers that are not metered and 
they have been paying for their 
sewer service through a flat rate 
($70 per quarter) rather than 
usage, 

Several city officials — includ- 
ing council members, the city 
clerk, and city manager — said 
switching to metered usage 
would likely result in lower 
sewer bills for those paying the 
flat rate. 

Council members discussed 
the possibility of having the city 
pay for the installation of the 
necessary sewer meters, but 
backed off after coming to the 
conclusion that it would be ille- 
gal since the city cannot spend 
public funds to improve private 
property. 

After discussing the matter at 
several council meetings, the city 
drafted a proposed amendment to 
the ordinance: 

“The rate for all non-metered 
sewer customers shall be set at 
$140.00 per. quarter beginning 
June 1, 2003. Thereafter, the rate 
is subject to adjustment annually 
by resolution of the City 
Council.” 

“The City will provide the 
water meter and meter horns for 
any customers who choose to 
have their sewer consumption 
charged by actual usage. The 


City amends policy for 
sewer-only customers 


customer will be responsible for 
connecting the meter to the water 
source, At the option of the cus- 
tomer, the City will provide that 
connection at a cost of $100.00, 
if that requést is made before 
June 1, 2003. The fee will be 
added to the water bill and is 
payable to the city by June |, 
2004. After that date the fee 
would be spread to the property 
tax for that parcel.” 

The city council conducted. a 
public hearing on the proposed 


ordinance change at iast 
Monday’s regular council meet- 
ing. 


Councilman React ‘Moshier 
questioned the jump from $70 
per quarter to $140 per quarter 
for those of the 29 that do not 
have a meter installed, saying the 
proposed increase was “too 
steep.” . 

City Manager Allen Lowe said 
the increase, a recommendation 
by the city attorney, was intendéd 
to serve aS a motivating tool to 
help persuade customers to have 
the meters installed. 

Moshier moved to approve the 
proposed changes to the’ ordi- 
nance (Ordinance #25, Section 
10), but with a reduction of the 
proposed $140 per quarter ‘to 
$100 per quarter for non-metered 
sewer-only customers. Mayor 
Dave Wyman provided the 
motion with a second.

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Mock terror attack tests preparedness

Emergency Management 
Crawford County could feel 
the impact of a terrorist attack! 
That’s the message 
Emergency Responders heard 
Thursday, April 24 during the 
annual Crawford County 
Emergency Management 
Disaster Exercise. 
_ The exercise, with more than 
30 people participating from a 


variety of local agencies, began — 


with a presentation on smalipox 
and the Health Department’s 
smallpox vaccine program by 
Bret Haner, Emergency 
Response Coordinator for 
District Health Department #10. 
It was presented to Mercy 
Hospital physicians and staff, 
then repeated for the Crawford 
County Emergency Operations 
staff. 

The scenario enacted — at 
Grayling Mercy Hospital and the 
Emergency Management 
Operations  Cenier (EOC) 
involved terrorists who were 
able to manufacture smallpox 
delivery devices in the form of 
“breath spray.” The terrorists 
took 1,000 U.S. flights on large 
passenger planes over a seven- 
day period. 

. At the time, two groups from 
Crawford County happened to 
be flying to destinations using 
the planes targeted by the terror- 
ists. A group of 10 senior citi- 
zens traveled to the Bahamas 
and 25 high school band stu- 
dents traveled to perform in a 
Disney World parade. Upon 
arrival home, the two groups 
began experiencing flu-like 
symptoms. 

Multiple victims with symp- 
toms of smallpox arrived at 
Mercy Hospital’s Emergency 
Department via Mobile Medical 
Response (MMR) and 
Northflight ambulances. The 
“victim” actors and actresses 
were child volunteers from 
Mercy Hospital’s “Take Your

get instruction from a Mercy physician about pre- 
venting the spread of the disease. 


Child to Work Day” activity, 
which allowed the children to 
have a hands-on experience in 
health careers and observe 
Mercy Hospital’s Emergency 
Preparedness Plan. 

In the meantime, a case of 
smallpox was identified at 
Mercy and emergency lock- 
down and quarantine procedures 
were aciivaied, The Linergeicy 
Operations Center (EOC) for 
Crawford County was opened 
due to the county-wide emer- 
gency which now existed. 

Twenty-nine people staffed 
the EOC to address the problems 
occurring. In addition. to the 
smallpox outbreak, the respon- 
ders had to deal with Camp 
Grayling becoming a mobiliza- 
tion point for troops being 


deployed due to escalating ten- 
sions in the Middle East and 
local war protesters. As antici- 
pated, police, fire, EMS and hos- 
pital representatives responded 
to discuss security of facilities 
and treatment plans for the sick 
and injured persons. 

A State of Emergency was 
declared by Crawford County 
Chair Lynnctie Corl 1cW, allowing 
the county to apply for state and 
federal dollars to assist with the 
costs of the emergency. It also 
allows for additional services to 
become available from other 
state sources, such as the 
National Guard and the 
Michigan State Police. 

Also in the EOC were repre- 
sentatives from the Health 
Department, the Red Cross,

Fish Hatchery Nature Park sits 
on the property which was the 
original site of the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery. In the early 1920s, the 
hatchery was relocated across 
North Down River Road and the 
abandoned site was left empty 
for more than 75 years.

The president stayed overnight on the 
Lincoln before it was permitted to dock 
at San Diego, drop off 150 or so sailors 
there, and then head to its home port in 
Washington state. 

The whole scenario of the floating 
presidential appearance was dramatic, 
but gimmicky start to finish. 

From a political campaign standpoint, 
George Bush as a pilot, and as comman- 
der in chief greeting and mingling with 
military personnel aboard ship and at 
sea, was a marvelous production. 

If 1 were a publicity advisor for the 
Bush campaign, J wish I had thought of 
it.

MOST POLITICAL indicators at this 
point hint a relatively easy time for Mr. 
Bush in political 2004 -- at least a lot 
easier than last time. 

- His poll ratings are high, especially in 
the wake of the Iraq engagement, with 
high marks for leadership and how the 


president has handled terrorism attacks, 
homeland security, and the Iraq engage- 
ment. 

He's not nearly so advantaged on eco- 
nomic matters and providing jobs, but 
he's not completely off the screen in 
those areas either. 

One national poll shows 55 percent of 
the public trusts Mr. Bush compared to 
37 percent trust of Democrats. 

In Michigan, the Mitchell poll gives 
Mr. Bush a 62 percent favorable rating 
and 73 percent job performance 
approval. 

All in all, that's a great position for an 
incumbent president only 18 months 
before election -- almost as good as 
President George H.W. Bush had it right 
after the first Gulf War. 

Nine candidates so far openly are 
chasing the Democratic nomination in 
2004, and they're ready to spend a Jot of 
money and invest a lot of personal time 
and energy trying to win it. 

_ They must have confidence in them- 
selves, plus confidence that either Mr. 


Bush will fall flat on his face in the com- 
ing months, or the people -- and circum- 
stances -- will turn against him.

DESPITE POLLS, President Bush is 
not nearly out of the woods yet. 

In 1992, when President Bush | 
enjoyed similar poll ratings, future pres- 
ident Bill Clinton pounded away on the 
economy, and it worked .... which could 
be an omen for President Bush II this 
time around. 

Detroit News columnist Nolan Finley 
recently asked the rhetorical question of 
why so many Democrats are fighting so 
hard to win the right to take on a sitting 
president in 2004. His non-rhetorical 
answer was simple: 1992. 

In my opinion, possible added dangers 
for President Bush II center on his for- 
eign policy initiatives and the war in 
Iraq. 

A large number of Americans -- but 
less than a majority at this time -- ques- 
tion ignoring the United Nations, start- 
ing a preemptive war, and trying to 


transplant democracy in the Middle 
East, which means the Islamic world. 

Many Americans also question Mr. 
Bush’s motives for going to war in the 
first place, and whether weapons of mass 
destruction and Iraqi nuclear threats 
were genuine or only a pretext. Unless.a 
heap of deadly weapons and proof of 
nuclear threat are uncovered in post war 
Iraq, these questions may grow into out- 
right opposition. 

The Iraq war and its aftermath are yet 
to be determined. Unless distinct mea- 
surements of success can satisfy nagging 
doubts, Mr. Bush may be damned rather 
than praised for the war and its after- 
math. 

Unless the economy rebounds, too, 
the combination of economic problems 
and post war uncertainty may combine

Making home ownership more than a dream 


Home. | think it’s the warmest 
‘word in the English language. 

- But for too many of our work- 
ing families, the chance of own- 
ing their own home is just a 
dream because they do not have 
the financial resources necessary 
to qualify for that first mortgage. 

‘ In April, 1 introduced’ a “tax 
eal bill for first-time home- 
buyers that will help these fami- 
lies put together the money they 
need to qualify for a mortgage 
and set them on a path of build- 
ing wealth for themselves and 
their children. 

We estimate that, if enacted, 
this legislation will help nearly 
17 million get into their first 
home during the next seven 
years, 

Here’s the problem right now: 

According to the Mortgage 
Bankers Association, typical 
closing costs on an average-sized 
loan of $175,000 can approach 
$4,000. And, although ‘some 
mortgages allow for as little as 
just three percent down, total 
costs at closing can stil] amount 
to about $9,000. 

’ This may be an impossible 
amount to save for those who are 
just scraping by - working hard 
to make ends meet. 

' Under this bill, a first-time 
homebuyer in the 27-percent tax 
bracket. or lower would qualify 
for a one-time tax credit of up to 
$3,000 for singles and $6, 000 for 
couples. 

_ This means single taxpayers 
making up to $67,700 and cou- 
ples making up to $112,850 
would qualify for the tax credit. 

- But here’s where this bill is 
different than the normal tax 


credit. 

Tax credits, historically, have 
been an after-the-fact benefit. 
With a normal tax credit, home- 
buyers have to wait until tax time 
before they would see the 
money. 

That is not a lot of help for a 
family struggling to save enough 
to cover the down payment. and 
closing costs, but could other- 
wise afford the monthly mort- 
gage payment. 

This bill will allow the home- 
buyer the option of signing the 
tax credit over to the lender at 
closing to help cover the down 
payment and closing costs - dras- 
tically reducing the up-front 
money these working families 
have to scrape together. 

This bill also guarantees that 
lenders will receive the credit 
transfer from the U.S. Treasury 
in a timely fashion. 

Getting families into homes 
should be a top priority for us. 

The lost opportunity costs are 
huge each year a family is unable 
to get into their first home. 
Owning a home is a principal 
and reliable source of savings as 
homeowners build equity over 
the years and their homes appre- 
ciate, 

In volatile times, especially 
like the last few years, owning a 
home has been one of the most 
reliable investments anyone 
could make. 

In addition, owning a home 
insulates families from spikes in 
housing costs. While rents may 
go up, the costs of a monthly 
mortgage payment, in relative 
terms, will go down over the 
course of the mortgage. 
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Congress has seen fit to create 


incentives for home ownership ’ 


through such programs as the 
mortgage interest tax deduction. 
Over the life of a loan, the mort- 
gage interest tax deduction can 
save homeowners thousands of 
dollars that they could then use 
for © other 
expenses, such as education or 
health care. 

But those benefits are only 
available to individuals who own 
their own home. 

And the benefits of home own- 
ership go beyond just individual 
families.. Home ownership pro- 
vides an economic stimulus that 
will benefit communities 
throughout Michigan and across 
the nation. 

Congress has a long history of 
supporting home ownership that 
we need to expand and continue. 
I am making it my priority to 
work with my colleagues in the 
Senate and the House to get fam- 
ilies into their dream home, 
instead of keeping home owner- 
ship just a dream. 

Home! It’s the warmest word 
in the English language. Let’s 
make it so that everyone can 
share in its glow.

followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and 
clean. 15And out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that with it 
he should smite the nations: and 
he shall rule them with a rod of 
iron: and he treadeth the wine- 
press of the fierceness and wrath 
of Almighty God. 16And he hath 
on his vesture and on his thigh a 
name written, KING OF KINGS, 
AND LORD OF LORDS.”

Pediatricians at Mercy Family 
Care in Prudenville expect to see 
children when they’re sick. They 
also want to see them when 
they’re well. 

Because well-child visits are 
so crucial in tracking a child’s 
health and development, the 
Prudenville office is making a 
concerted effort to contact 
patients who haven’t been seen 
in a while. 

“We really are trying to focus 
on prevention,” said Dr. Jacques- 
Brett Burgess, a Pediatric and 
Internal Medicine Specialist. 
“We often see a child regularly 
for the first two years of his life, 
and then we don’t see him again 


_ until he goes to school.” 


The Michigan Association for 
the Education of Young Children 
named April the “Month of the 
Young Child,” and even though it 
has just ended, Mercy Family 
Care pediatricians continue to 
encourage parents to take advan- 
tage of well-child visits. 

Pediatricians believe well- 
child visits are the main tool in 
early intervention of developing 
or potential health problems. 
The well-child visit gives the 
physician an opportunity to 
observe the child when he’s not 
fretting with a fever, earache or 
sore throat. Well-child visits 
tend to be more relaxed and 
allow time for discussion about 
nutrition, accident prevention, 
family and social relations, and 
other topics that just don’t get 
addressed when the child is ill. 

Using their computer database 

as a resource, the Prudenville 
pediatricians are attempting to 
contact those who are overdue 
for a visit through a special mail- 
ing. They are finding that some

patients have moved out of the 
area, Burgess said. But some- 
times parents just need a 
reminder to bring their child in 
for a visit, or they need to under- 
stand how important the visits 
are to their child’s overall health 
and well-being. 

~ “Parents don’t always think 
about scheduling appointments 
when their child is healthy, but 
it’s important for us to see them 
at least once a year to check on 
development, growth and to head 
off any problems that may be 
developing,” Burgess said. 

Pediatricians have a lot to offer 
parents of children ages two to 
five, Burgess said, because disci- 
pline and behavior concerns 
inherent to the age group are 
often tied to development. 
Pediatricians can offer tips to 
help parents enjoy and make the 
most uf the toddler years. 

Well-child visits are also use- 
ful for detecting vision or hear- 
ing impairments and are impor- 
tant to catch because young chil- 
dren acquire skills at a phenome- 
nal rate, Burgess _ said. 
Pediatricians also track speech 
and motor skill development and 
establish a medical record histo- 
ry which will follow the child 
throughout his life. 

Patients at Mercy Family Care 
in Prudenville have a resource 
that is quite rare for a small com- 
munity. All three pediatricians 
are double board certified in both 
Pediatrics and Internal Medicine. 
The additional tevel of expertise 
in Internal Medicine provides 
them with another layer of train- 
ing and knowledge to draw upon. 

Dr. Burgess and Dr. David 
Hunter have practiced in 
Prudenville for nearly two years.

Hunter and other doctors on staff are 


encouraging parents to learn the advantages of well- 


child visits. 


They were joined in February by 
Dr. Brian Gedeon. All three 
physicians are also on staff at 
Mercy Hospital Grayling as hos- 
pitalists, meaning they deliver 
care to adults and children admit- 
ted to the hospital, 

Patients who come to their 
Prudenville office are also seen

“It’s nice to have her in the 
office because sometimes a 
young femaie patient would reai- 
ly prefer to be seen by a female, < 
Burgess said. 

That’s particularly true for 
adolescent girls, and Burgess 
said well-child visits continue to 
be crucial during the teen years. 

Bringing teenagers in for 
sports physicals just isn’t 
enough, he said. “We do a lot of 
counseling on risk behaviors for 
adolescents. We do it very sub- 
tly, sometimes with the Parents 

and sometimes not” ays

state to split into two separate 
bovine Tuberculosis (TB) classi- 
fication zones, according to Dan

Wyant, director of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture. 
“This USDA action recognizes 
the state’s aggressive and com- 
prehensive testing and surveil- 
lance progress to date and is the 
culmination of years of state, 
federal, local, university and 
industry partnerships, efforts and 
collaboration,” Wyant _ said. 
“This designation effectively 
enables Michigan to further 
focus its resources and eradica- 
tion activities in Northeast 
Michigan where the disease has 
been pinpointed and will again 


allow . market. access .-for. : the 


state’s livestock produceéfs’: out- 
side of the affected area.” 

As per federal protocol for 
changing nationai animai ieaith 
rules and regulations, the USDA 
published the proposal April 7 in 
the Federal Register (Volume 68, 
No. 66). Specifically, the pro- 
posal establishes a “modified 
accredited” zone (Alcona, 
Alpena, Cheboygan, Crawford, 
Emmet, Montmorency, Oscoda, 
Otsego, and Presque Isle coun- 
ties, along with portions of Iosco 
and Ogemaw counties that are 
north of the southernmost bound- 
ary of the Huron National Forest 
and AuSable State Forest) and a 
“modified accredited advanced” 
zone which is comprised of the 
remainder of the state. To view a 
map of the proposed zones, visit 
www.bovinetb.com. 

According to the USDA notice 
of the proposal; “We are propos- 
ing this action based upon our 


determination that Michigan 
meets the requirements for zone 
recognition and that one of the 
zones meets the criteria for des- 
ignation as modified accredited 
advanced,”

Michigan State Veterinarian 
Dr. Joan Amoldi explained that 
nearly all of Michigan’s approxi- 


mately 15,500 cattle, bison and 


goat herds in Michigan have 


_ been tested at least once, with no 


disease found outside of the 
Northern Lower Peninsula. 
Additionally, herds in the pro- 
posed modified accredited 
advanced zone statewide will 
continue to be tested under a ran- 


dom selection protocol (900 
herds per year) for six years; and 
herds in the affected area of the 
modified accredited zone will 
continue various rigorous testing 
and movement requirements. 

Wyant and Amoldi encouraged 
Michigan livestock producers 
and other interested parties to 
review the proposal and send 
comments to USDA. 

“This is truly a milestone in 
the state’s efforts to combat 
bovine TB,” Arnoldi said. “It is 
critical that producers and others 
comment on this designation and 
det USDA, know how it impacts 
them.” > “ae 

Since testing efforts began, 
MDA has tested nearly 900,000 
taille, poais, bisoi anid privately 
owned cervids to date, with 29 
herds diagnosed as TB positive. 
The DNR has examined 105,935 
free ranging, white-tailed deer 
for the disease, with 449 of those 
examined being identified as TB 
positive. 

The  state’s Bovine TB 
Eradication Project is a multi- 
agency team of experts from the 
Michigan Departments of 
Agriculture, Community Health, 
and Natural Resources, Michigan 
State University, and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

It continues to work collabora- 
tively with input from the agri- 
culture industry and local com- 
munities to eradicate the disease 
from Michigan. 


Agriculture Department extends 


import ban on deer, elk 


> Extension is 
a precaution 

against Chronic 
Wasting Disease 


Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan 
Wyant recently extended the 
Slate’s existing ban on all imports 
of cervidae (deer and elk) as a 
continued precaution against 
Chronic Wasting Disease. 

The Department oversees the 
licensing, registration and 
inspection of the state’s private- 
ly-owned, or farmed, deer and 
elk operations, 

Wyant explained that the ban 
on private cervid movement was 
originally enacted for one year 
on April 26, 2002 as a preventive 
measure after several states 
detected CWD in their deer and 
clk, 

The extension was determined 
based on a recommendation by 
MDA State Veterinarian Dr. Joan 
‘Amoldi, in consultation. with an 


advisory committee comprised 
of representatives from MDA, 
DNR, Michigan Farm Bureau, 
Michigan State University, 
Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs, and the state’s deer and 
elk industry. 

“This action continues the 
Strong preventive measures that 
have been cooperatively devel- 
oped and put into place by MDA 
and the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources to help keep 
both Michigan’s farmed and free 
ranging deer and elk herds free 
from CWD,” Wyant said. “It is 
the responsible thing to do until 
more is known about the scope, 
transmission and range of this 
devastating disease.” 

Wyant said the ban will be 
reviewed after six months or 
after Governor Jennifer M. 
Granholm’s CWD Task Force 
issues its report, whichever 
occurs first, 

CWD is a disease of deer and 
elk that attacks the animals’ ner- 


vous systems, causing chronic - 


weight loss that eventually leads 


to death. It has not been found in 


~ Michigan and is not known to be 


contagious to humans, livestock 
or other animals. 

Last fall, MDA and DNR 
jointly launched enhanced CWD 
surveillance and testing efforts. 
Specific to MDA’s oversight of 
farmed deer and elk herds, the 
Department conducts mandatory 
and intensive CWD surveillance 
and testing of all death losses 
from these herds, estimated to be 
1,700 to 2,000 animals annually. 
To date, MDA has tested 1,150 
deer and elk from 122 farms in 
60 counties across the state for 
the disease, all of which have 
been negative. DNR has also 
tested 4,471! deer and 125 elk for 
CWD from fall 2002 until now, 
all of which have also been neg- 
ative.

Natural Rivers Act they would 
become the zoning administra- 
tor. He added that the plan has 
been out for several years and no 
township or county has made an 


_ attempt to match their zoning to 


that of: the Natura) Rivers Act. 
In several counties within the 


proposed designation corridor, 


right now a Wal-Mart could be 
built right up to the river, he 
said. ; 

When asked why these rivers 
were being selected to become 
part. of the Natural Rivers pro- 
gram, Pearson said the overrid- 
ing goal is to take rivers that are 
in great shape and make sure 
they stay that way in the future 
when development pressures 
will increase. He said this par- 
ticular program does not have a 
goud mechanism to restore 
rivers but has a good mechanism 
to keep a river in good shape. 

A. short presentation was 


made at the beginning. of the 
second hour going over the pro- 
visions of the plan including the 
exempt uses which do not 
require a permit, principal uses 
are allowed but require permits 
and special uses which require 
special permits. 

The public comment portion 
of the meeting was then opened 
where audience members were 
asked to state whether they were 
for or against the plan, asked for 
specifics on their objections and 
asked for ways to rote the 
plan. - 

Most audience feinbers said 
they were opposed and thought 
the DNR would do a worse job 
of taking care of the river than 
the property owners would. 
Most also said this would take 
away their rights as property 
owners. 

Frederic Township Supervisor 
Ron Lewis responded to 
Pearson’s comment about town- 


ships not trying to align their 
zoning with the act. He said 
Frederic Township has had zon- 
ing since 1998 and there are 
very few differences between 


the township zoning plan and - 


the requirements of the Natural 
Rivers Act. 

After the first supporter of the 
plan spoke, an audience member 
asked if he lived on the river. He 
replied no, and she said he had 


no right to voice his opinion. A: 


few minutes later another audi- 
ence member spoke about the 
fact that no one person should 


have the power to make the deci- 


sion on Natural River status 
because we live in a democracy. 
Ironically, she then added peo- 
ple who do not own property on 
the rivers did not have the, right 
to comment on the proposal. 


Several who spoke in opposi- _ 
tion asked why when the state is’ 


short of money the DNR wants 
to add to their responsibilities 


while others suggested working 
with governmental bodies who 
have not developed zoning to 
protect the river instead of both- 
ering. areas that already have 
adequate zoning. 

One person said these rules 
favored the river users rather 
than the property owners. One 
audience member said anyone 
using the river in front of his 
property was trespassing. Most 
property owners did not appear 
to subscribe to that view and 
several thanked anglers for ‘help- 
ing to keep the river clean. 

This was the seventh of 12 
public hearings on the proposed 
Natural River designation of the 
Upper Manistee and Pine River 
watersheds. 

At the conclusion of the hear- 
ings, a report will be written and 
given to the director. He will 
then decide whether the rivers 
will become part of the Natural 
Rivers program.

Fire knocks out school 
district’s switchboard

The switchboard at the 
Crawford AuSable School 


District’s main office has failed 
on a few occasions in the past, 
but never from fire... as oe 
29, 

Just after 12:30 p.m. that 
Tuesday, the switchboard failed, 
sending district _ Accounts 
Payable Secretary Kim Schmidt 


to the basement of the building at 


403 Michigan Avenue to check 
the phone system housed there in 
three panel boxes. 

District Business Manager 
‘Mike Dunckel said he heard 
Schmidt exclaim, “Oh, boy!” as 
the smell of an electrical fire 
began to permeate the upper 
floors of the building. Schmidt 
reported smoke coming from 
one of the panels. 

The’ power was shut off, the 
building was evacuated immedi- 
ately, and an emergency 911 call 
was placed, | 

Grayling Fire Department offi- 
cials arrived within a few min- 
utes and discovered a, small 
flame caused by a spark from a 
‘circuit pane] managing the soft- 
ware of the district’s voicemail 
system. Dunckel said only a 
three-inch square area of the cir- 
cuit was charred, but it was 
enough to take the phone system 
down,

Maintenance workers from 


Verizon, the school’s local phone 
service provider, pulled the cir- 
cuit panel and determined the 
system to be safe to operate until 
a replacement. could be installed. 
Power to the building and phone 
system was restored and the 
building was aired out. 

Dunckel said the district’s 
voicemail was down for only one 
day. Schools communicated 
with the main office and other 
schools in the district using 
faxed messages until the circuit 
panel was replaced, 

“The people from Verizon told 
us this sort of thing is usually 
seen only during an electrical 
storm, which was certainly not 
the case on Tuesday,” said 
Dunckel of the bright, sunshiny 
weather the day of the fire. 
“Verizon said this was really a 
fluke.” 

Cost to repair ig system is 
covered by the school district’s 
maintenance plan, Dunckel said, 
While this made him happy, 
Dunckel said he is more grateful 
that five people, whose work- 
space used to be in the basement, 
where many years of school files 
are stored, were recently relocat- 
ed to Grayling Elementary 
School to perform their duties. 

“A few weeks ago, this little 
fire could have had a much dif- 
ferent outcome,” he said.

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that hasn’t been enforced since 
1967, according to city officials 
— says sewer-only customers 
within the city must have a meter 
that measures usage. The city, 
however, has 29 sewer-only cus- 
tomers that are not metered and 
they have been paying for their 
sewer service through a flat rate 
($70 per quarter) rather than 
usage, 

Several city officials — includ- 
ing council members, the city 
clerk, and city manager — said 
switching to metered usage 
would likely result in lower 
sewer bills for those paying the 
flat rate. 

Council members discussed 
the possibility of having the city 
pay for the installation of the 
necessary sewer meters, but 
backed off after coming to the 
conclusion that it would be ille- 
gal since the city cannot spend 
public funds to improve private 
property. 

After discussing the matter at 
several council meetings, the city 
drafted a proposed amendment to 
the ordinance: 

“The rate for all non-metered 
sewer customers shall be set at 
$140.00 per. quarter beginning 
June 1, 2003. Thereafter, the rate 
is subject to adjustment annually 
by resolution of the City 
Council.” 

“The City will provide the 
water meter and meter horns for 
any customers who choose to 
have their sewer consumption 
charged by actual usage. The 


City amends policy for 
sewer-only customers 


customer will be responsible for 
connecting the meter to the water 
source, At the option of the cus- 
tomer, the City will provide that 
connection at a cost of $100.00, 
if that requést is made before 
June 1, 2003. The fee will be 
added to the water bill and is 
payable to the city by June |, 
2004. After that date the fee 
would be spread to the property 
tax for that parcel.”

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Mock terror attack tests preparedness

Emergency Management 
Crawford County could feel 
the impact of a terrorist attack! 
That’s the message 
Emergency Responders heard 
Thursday, April 24 during the 
annual Crawford County 
Emergency Management 
Disaster Exercise. 
_ The exercise, with more than 
30 people participating from a 


variety of local agencies, began — 


with a presentation on smalipox 
and the Health Department’s 
smallpox vaccine program by 
Bret Haner, Emergency 
Response Coordinator for 
District Health Department #10. 
It was presented to Mercy 
Hospital physicians and staff, 
then repeated for the Crawford 
County Emergency Operations 
staff. 

The scenario enacted — at 
Grayling Mercy Hospital and the 
Emergency Management 
Operations  Cenier (EOC) 
involved terrorists who were 
able to manufacture smallpox 
delivery devices in the form of 
“breath spray.” The terrorists 
took 1,000 U.S. flights on large 
passenger planes over a seven- 
day period. 

. At the time, two groups from 
Crawford County happened to 
be flying to destinations using 
the planes targeted by the terror- 
ists. A group of 10 senior citi- 
zens traveled to the Bahamas 
and 25 high school band stu- 
dents traveled to perform in a 
Disney World parade. Upon 
arrival home, the two groups 
began experiencing flu-like 
symptoms. 

Multiple victims with symp- 
toms of smallpox arrived at 
Mercy Hospital’s Emergency 
Department via Mobile Medical 
Response (MMR) and 
Northflight ambulances. The 
“victim” actors and actresses 
were child volunteers from 
Mercy Hospital’s “Take Your

get instruction from a Mercy physician about pre- 
venting the spread of the disease. 


Child to Work Day” activity, 
which allowed the children to 
have a hands-on experience in 
health careers and observe 
Mercy Hospital’s Emergency 
Preparedness Plan. 

In the meantime, a case of 
smallpox was identified at 
Mercy and emergency lock- 
down and quarantine procedures 
were aciivaied, The Linergeicy 
Operations Center (EOC) for 
Crawford County was opened 
due to the county-wide emer- 
gency which now existed. 

Twenty-nine people staffed 
the EOC to address the problems 
occurring. In addition. to the 
smallpox outbreak, the respon- 
ders had to deal with Camp 
Grayling becoming a mobiliza- 
tion point for troops being 


deployed due to escalating ten- 
sions in the Middle East and 
local war protesters. As antici- 
pated, police, fire, EMS and hos- 
pital representatives responded 
to discuss security of facilities 
and treatment plans for the sick 
and injured persons. 

A State of Emergency was 
declared by Crawford County 
Chair Lynnctie Corl 1cW, allowing 
the county to apply for state and 
federal dollars to assist with the 
costs of the emergency. It also 
allows for additional services to 
become available from other 
state sources, such as the 
National Guard and the 
Michigan State Police. 

Also in the EOC were repre- 
sentatives from the Health 
Department, the Red Cross,

The whole scenario of the floating 
presidential appearance was dramatic, 
but gimmicky start to finish. 

From a political campaign standpoint, 
George Bush as a pilot, and as comman- 
der in chief greeting and mingling with 
military personnel aboard ship and at 
sea, was a marvelous production. 

If 1 were a publicity advisor for the 
Bush campaign, J wish I had thought of 
it.

MOST POLITICAL indicators at this 
point hint a relatively easy time for Mr. 
Bush in political 2004 -- at least a lot 
easier than last time. 

- His poll ratings are high, especially in 
the wake of the Iraq engagement, with 
high marks for leadership and how the 


president has handled terrorism attacks, 
homeland security, and the Iraq engage- 
ment. 

He's not nearly so advantaged on eco- 
nomic matters and providing jobs, but 
he's not completely off the screen in 
those areas either. 

One national poll shows 55 percent of 
the public trusts Mr. Bush compared to 
37 percent trust of Democrats. 

In Michigan, the Mitchell poll gives 
Mr. Bush a 62 percent favorable rating 
and 73 percent job performance 
approval. 

All in all, that's a great position for an 
incumbent president only 18 months 
before election -- almost as good as 
President George H.W. Bush had it right 
after the first Gulf War. 

Nine candidates so far openly are 
chasing the Democratic nomination in 
2004, and they're ready to spend a Jot of 
money and invest a lot of personal time 
and energy trying to win it. 

_ They must have confidence in them- 
selves, plus confidence that either Mr. 


Bush will fall flat on his face in the com- 
ing months, or the people -- and circum- 
stances -- will turn against him.

DESPITE POLLS, President Bush is 
not nearly out of the woods yet. 

In 1992, when President Bush | 
enjoyed similar poll ratings, future pres- 
ident Bill Clinton pounded away on the 
economy, and it worked .... which could 
be an omen for President Bush II this 
time around. 

Detroit News columnist Nolan Finley 
recently asked the rhetorical question of 
why so many Democrats are fighting so 
hard to win the right to take on a sitting 
president in 2004. His non-rhetorical 
answer was simple: 1992. 

In my opinion, possible added dangers 
for President Bush II center on his for- 
eign policy initiatives and the war in 
Iraq. 

A large number of Americans -- but 
less than a majority at this time -- ques- 
tion ignoring the United Nations, start- 
ing a preemptive war, and trying to 


transplant democracy in the Middle 
East, which means the Islamic world. 

Many Americans also question Mr. 
Bush’s motives for going to war in the 
first place, and whether weapons of mass 
destruction and Iraqi nuclear threats 
were genuine or only a pretext. Unless.a 
heap of deadly weapons and proof of 
nuclear threat are uncovered in post war 
Iraq, these questions may grow into out- 
right opposition. 

The Iraq war and its aftermath are yet 
to be determined. Unless distinct mea- 
surements of success can satisfy nagging 
doubts, Mr. Bush may be damned rather 
than praised for the war and its after- 
math. 

Unless the economy rebounds, too, 
the combination of economic problems 
and post war uncertainty may combine 


_to sink another President Bush in 2004.

Making home ownership more than a dream 


Home. | think it’s the warmest 
‘word in the English language. 

- But for too many of our work- 
ing families, the chance of own- 
ing their own home is just a 
dream because they do not have 
the financial resources necessary 
to qualify for that first mortgage. 

‘ In April, 1 introduced’ a “tax 
eal bill for first-time home- 
buyers that will help these fami- 
lies put together the money they 
need to qualify for a mortgage 
and set them on a path of build- 
ing wealth for themselves and 
their children. 

We estimate that, if enacted, 
this legislation will help nearly 
17 million get into their first 
home during the next seven 
years, 

Here’s the problem right now: 

According to the Mortgage 
Bankers Association, typical 
closing costs on an average-sized 
loan of $175,000 can approach 
$4,000. And, although ‘some 
mortgages allow for as little as 
just three percent down, total 
costs at closing can stil] amount 
to about $9,000. 

’ This may be an impossible 
amount to save for those who are 
just scraping by - working hard 
to make ends meet. 

' Under this bill, a first-time 
homebuyer in the 27-percent tax 
bracket. or lower would qualify 
for a one-time tax credit of up to 
$3,000 for singles and $6, 000 for 
couples. 

_ This means single taxpayers 
making up to $67,700 and cou- 
ples making up to $112,850 
would qualify for the tax credit. 

- But here’s where this bill is 
different than the normal tax 


credit. 

Tax credits, historically, have 
been an after-the-fact benefit. 
With a normal tax credit, home- 
buyers have to wait until tax time 
before they would see the 
money. 

That is not a lot of help for a 
family struggling to save enough 
to cover the down payment. and 
closing costs, but could other- 
wise afford the monthly mort- 
gage payment. 

This bill will allow the home- 
buyer the option of signing the 
tax credit over to the lender at 
closing to help cover the down 
payment and closing costs - dras- 
tically reducing the up-front 
money these working families 
have to scrape together. 

This bill also guarantees that 
lenders will receive the credit 
transfer from the U.S. Treasury 
in a timely fashion. 

Getting families into homes 
should be a top priority for us. 

The lost opportunity costs are 
huge each year a family is unable 
to get into their first home. 
Owning a home is a principal 
and reliable source of savings as 
homeowners build equity over 
the years and their homes appre- 
ciate, 

In volatile times, especially 
like the last few years, owning a 
home has been one of the most 
reliable investments anyone 
could make. 

In addition, owning a home 
insulates families from spikes in 
housing costs. While rents may 
go up, the costs of a monthly 
mortgage payment, in relative 
terms, will go down over the 
course of the mortgage. 
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Congress has seen fit to create 


incentives for home ownership ’ 


through such programs as the 
mortgage interest tax deduction. 
Over the life of a loan, the mort- 
gage interest tax deduction can 
save homeowners thousands of 
dollars that they could then use 
for © other 
expenses, such as education or 
health care. 

But those benefits are only 
available to individuals who own 
their own home. 

And the benefits of home own- 
ership go beyond just individual 
families.. Home ownership pro- 
vides an economic stimulus that 
will benefit communities 
throughout Michigan and across 
the nation. 

Congress has a long history of 
supporting home ownership that 
we need to expand and continue. 
I am making it my priority to 
work with my colleagues in the 
Senate and the House to get fam- 
ilies into their dream home, 
instead of keeping home owner- 
ship just a dream. 

Home! It’s the warmest word 
in the English language. Let’s 
make it so that everyone can 
share in its glow.

Kirtland Community College 
and Central Michigan University 
signed an articulation agreement 
for an online bachelor of science 
in business administration 
degree in a ceremony on May 6. 

The online degree is open to 
any student with an associate’s 
degree who meets CMU’s 
admission criteria. Accredited 
by the American Association to 
Advance Collegiate Schools of 
Business, the degree is being 
delivered jointly by CMU’s 
College of Business 
Administration and College of 
Extended Learning. 

Kirtland president Dr. Charles 
Rorie, Richard Silverman, dean 
of instruction and educational 
services, KCC faculty and stu- 
dents met with John Schleede, 
dean of CMU’s College of 
Business Administration, and 
CMU faculty for the signing and 
reception held in the president’s 
board room at Kirtland. A stu-

“CMU’s development of this 
online, accredited program is an 
example of being able to meet 
the needs of transfer students 
from Michigan’s community 
colleges,” said Schleede.

Pediatricians at Mercy Family 
Care in Prudenville expect to see 
children when they’re sick. They 
also want to see them when 
they’re well. 

Because well-child visits are 
so crucial in tracking a child’s 
health and development, the 
Prudenville office is making a 
concerted effort to contact 
patients who haven’t been seen 
in a while. 

“We really are trying to focus 
on prevention,” said Dr. Jacques- 
Brett Burgess, a Pediatric and 
Internal Medicine Specialist. 
“We often see a child regularly 
for the first two years of his life, 
and then we don’t see him again 


_ until he goes to school.” 


The Michigan Association for 
the Education of Young Children 
named April the “Month of the 
Young Child,” and even though it 
has just ended, Mercy Family 
Care pediatricians continue to 
encourage parents to take advan- 
tage of well-child visits. 

Pediatricians believe well- 
child visits are the main tool in 
early intervention of developing 
or potential health problems. 
The well-child visit gives the 
physician an opportunity to 
observe the child when he’s not 
fretting with a fever, earache or 
sore throat. Well-child visits 
tend to be more relaxed and 
allow time for discussion about 
nutrition, accident prevention, 
family and social relations, and 
other topics that just don’t get 
addressed when the child is ill. 

Using their computer database 

as a resource, the Prudenville 
pediatricians are attempting to 
contact those who are overdue 
for a visit through a special mail- 
ing. They are finding that some

patients have moved out of the 
area, Burgess said. But some- 
times parents just need a 
reminder to bring their child in 
for a visit, or they need to under- 
stand how important the visits 
are to their child’s overall health 
and well-being. 

~ “Parents don’t always think 
about scheduling appointments 
when their child is healthy, but 
it’s important for us to see them 
at least once a year to check on 
development, growth and to head 
off any problems that may be 
developing,” Burgess said. 

Pediatricians have a lot to offer 
parents of children ages two to 
five, Burgess said, because disci- 
pline and behavior concerns 
inherent to the age group are 
often tied to development. 
Pediatricians can offer tips to 
help parents enjoy and make the 
most uf the toddler years. 

Well-child visits are also use- 
ful for detecting vision or hear- 
ing impairments and are impor- 
tant to catch because young chil- 
dren acquire skills at a phenome- 
nal rate, Burgess _ said. 
Pediatricians also track speech 
and motor skill development and 
establish a medical record histo- 
ry which will follow the child 
throughout his life. 

Patients at Mercy Family Care 
in Prudenville have a resource 
that is quite rare for a small com- 
munity. All three pediatricians 
are double board certified in both 
Pediatrics and Internal Medicine. 
The additional tevel of expertise 
in Internal Medicine provides 
them with another layer of train- 
ing and knowledge to draw upon. 

Dr. Burgess and Dr. David 
Hunter have practiced in 
Prudenville for nearly two years.

Hunter and other doctors on staff are 


encouraging parents to learn the advantages of well- 


child visits. 


They were joined in February by 
Dr. Brian Gedeon. All three 
physicians are also on staff at 
Mercy Hospital Grayling as hos- 
pitalists, meaning they deliver 
care to adults and children admit- 
ted to the hospital, 

Patients who come to their 
Prudenville office are also seen

“It’s nice to have her in the 
office because sometimes a 
young femaie patient would reai- 
ly prefer to be seen by a female, <

That’s particularly true for 
adolescent girls, and Burgess 
said well-child visits continue to 
be crucial during the teen years. 

Bringing teenagers in for 
sports physicals just isn’t 
enough, he said. “We do a lot of 
counseling on risk behaviors for 
adolescents. We do it very sub- 
tly, sometimes with the Parents 

and sometimes not” ays

bovine Tuberculosis (TB) classi-

Wyant, director of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture. 
“This USDA action recognizes 
the state’s aggressive and com- 
prehensive testing and surveil- 
lance progress to date and is the 
culmination of years of state, 
federal, local, university and 
industry partnerships, efforts and 
collaboration,” Wyant _ said. 
“This designation effectively 
enables Michigan to further 
focus its resources and eradica- 
tion activities in Northeast 
Michigan where the disease has 
been pinpointed and will again 


allow . market. access .-for. : the 


state’s livestock produceéfs’: out- 
side of the affected area.” 

As per federal protocol for 
changing nationai animai ieaith 
rules and regulations, the USDA 
published the proposal April 7 in 
the Federal Register (Volume 68, 
No. 66). Specifically, the pro- 
posal establishes a “modified 
accredited” zone (Alcona, 
Alpena, Cheboygan, Crawford, 
Emmet, Montmorency, Oscoda, 
Otsego, and Presque Isle coun- 
ties, along with portions of Iosco 
and Ogemaw counties that are 
north of the southernmost bound- 
ary of the Huron National Forest 
and AuSable State Forest) and a 
“modified accredited advanced” 
zone which is comprised of the 
remainder of the state. To view a 
map of the proposed zones, visit 
www.bovinetb.com. 

According to the USDA notice 
of the proposal; “We are propos- 
ing this action based upon our 


determination that Michigan 
meets the requirements for zone 
recognition and that one of the 
zones meets the criteria for des-

Michigan State Veterinarian 
Dr. Joan Amoldi explained that 
nearly all of Michigan’s approxi- 


mately 15,500 cattle, bison and 


goat herds in Michigan have 


_ been tested at least once, with no 


disease found outside of the 
Northern Lower Peninsula. 
Additionally, herds in the pro- 
posed modified accredited 
advanced zone statewide will 
continue to be tested under a ran- 


dom selection protocol (900 
herds per year) for six years; and 
herds in the affected area of the 
modified accredited zone will 
continue various rigorous testing 
and movement requirements. 

Wyant and Amoldi encouraged 
Michigan livestock producers 
and other interested parties to 
review the proposal and send 
comments to USDA. 

“This is truly a milestone in 
the state’s efforts to combat 
bovine TB,” Arnoldi said. “It is 
critical that producers and others 
comment on this designation and 
det USDA, know how it impacts 
them.” > “ae 

Since testing efforts began, 
MDA has tested nearly 900,000 
taille, poais, bisoi anid privately 
owned cervids to date, with 29 
herds diagnosed as TB positive. 
The DNR has examined 105,935 
free ranging, white-tailed deer 
for the disease, with 449 of those 
examined being identified as TB 
positive. 

The  state’s Bovine TB 
Eradication Project is a multi- 
agency team of experts from the 
Michigan Departments of 
Agriculture, Community Health, 
and Natural Resources, Michigan 
State University, and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

It continues to work collabora- 
tively with input from the agri- 
culture industry and local com- 
munities to eradicate the disease 
from Michigan. 


Agriculture Department extends 


import ban on deer, elk 


> Extension is 
a precaution 

against Chronic 
Wasting Disease 


Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan 
Wyant recently extended the 
Slate’s existing ban on all imports 
of cervidae (deer and elk) as a 
continued precaution against 
Chronic Wasting Disease. 

The Department oversees the 
licensing, registration and 
inspection of the state’s private- 
ly-owned, or farmed, deer and 
elk operations, 

Wyant explained that the ban 
on private cervid movement was 
originally enacted for one year 
on April 26, 2002 as a preventive 
measure after several states 
detected CWD in their deer and 
clk, 

The extension was determined 
based on a recommendation by 
MDA State Veterinarian Dr. Joan 
‘Amoldi, in consultation. with an 


advisory committee comprised 
of representatives from MDA, 
DNR, Michigan Farm Bureau, 
Michigan State University, 
Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs, and the state’s deer and 
elk industry. 

“This action continues the 
Strong preventive measures that 
have been cooperatively devel- 
oped and put into place by MDA 
and the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources to help keep 
both Michigan’s farmed and free 
ranging deer and elk herds free 
from CWD,” Wyant said. “It is 
the responsible thing to do until 
more is known about the scope, 
transmission and range of this 
devastating disease.” 

Wyant said the ban will be 
reviewed after six months or 
after Governor Jennifer M. 
Granholm’s CWD Task Force 
issues its report, whichever 
occurs first, 

CWD is a disease of deer and 
elk that attacks the animals’ ner- 


vous systems, causing chronic - 


weight loss that eventually leads 


to death. It has not been found in 


~ Michigan and is not known to be 


contagious to humans, livestock 
or other animals. 

Last fall, MDA and DNR 
jointly launched enhanced CWD 
surveillance and testing efforts. 
Specific to MDA’s oversight of 
farmed deer and elk herds, the 
Department conducts mandatory 
and intensive CWD surveillance 
and testing of all death losses 
from these herds, estimated to be 
1,700 to 2,000 animals annually. 
To date, MDA has tested 1,150 
deer and elk from 122 farms in 
60 counties across the state for 
the disease, all of which have 
been negative. DNR has also 
tested 4,471! deer and 125 elk for 
CWD from fall 2002 until now, 
all of which have also been neg- 
ative.

Natural Rivers Act they would 
become the zoning administra- 
tor. He added that the plan has 
been out for several years and no 
township or county has made an 


_ attempt to match their zoning to 


that of: the Natura) Rivers Act. 
In several counties within the 


proposed designation corridor, 


right now a Wal-Mart could be 
built right up to the river, he 
said. ; 

When asked why these rivers 
were being selected to become 
part. of the Natural Rivers pro- 
gram, Pearson said the overrid- 
ing goal is to take rivers that are 
in great shape and make sure 
they stay that way in the future 
when development pressures 
will increase. He said this par- 
ticular program does not have a 
goud mechanism to restore 
rivers but has a good mechanism 
to keep a river in good shape. 

A. short presentation was 


made at the beginning. of the 
second hour going over the pro- 
visions of the plan including the 
exempt uses which do not 
require a permit, principal uses 
are allowed but require permits 
and special uses which require 
special permits. 

The public comment portion 
of the meeting was then opened 
where audience members were 
asked to state whether they were 
for or against the plan, asked for 
specifics on their objections and 
asked for ways to rote the 
plan. - 

Most audience feinbers said 
they were opposed and thought 
the DNR would do a worse job 
of taking care of the river than 
the property owners would. 
Most also said this would take 
away their rights as property 
owners. 

Frederic Township Supervisor 
Ron Lewis responded to 
Pearson’s comment about town- 


ships not trying to align their 
zoning with the act. He said 
Frederic Township has had zon- 
ing since 1998 and there are 
very few differences between 


the township zoning plan and - 


the requirements of the Natural 
Rivers Act. 

After the first supporter of the 
plan spoke, an audience member 
asked if he lived on the river. He 
replied no, and she said he had 


no right to voice his opinion. A: 


few minutes later another audi- 
ence member spoke about the 
fact that no one person should 


have the power to make the deci- 


sion on Natural River status 
because we live in a democracy. 
Ironically, she then added peo- 
ple who do not own property on 
the rivers did not have the, right 
to comment on the proposal. 


Several who spoke in opposi- _ 
tion asked why when the state is’ 


short of money the DNR wants 
to add to their responsibilities 


while others suggested working 
with governmental bodies who 
have not developed zoning to 
protect the river instead of both- 
ering. areas that already have 
adequate zoning. 

One person said these rules 
favored the river users rather 
than the property owners. One 
audience member said anyone 
using the river in front of his 
property was trespassing. Most 
property owners did not appear 
to subscribe to that view and 
several thanked anglers for ‘help- 
ing to keep the river clean. 

This was the seventh of 12 
public hearings on the proposed 
Natural River designation of the 
Upper Manistee and Pine River 
watersheds. 

At the conclusion of the hear- 
ings, a report will be written and 
given to the director. He will 
then decide whether the rivers 
will become part of the Natural 
Rivers program.
